SEEKING BALLOON RECORD. 
San Antonio, Tex., Feb. 24.—Weath­ 
er conditions permitting, Clifford B. 
Harmon, the amateur aeronaut, will 
start from San Antonio Friday after­ 
noon in an effort to break all long­ 
distance balloon flights. He expects 
to land in Canada. In anticipation of 
very cold weather, Mr. Harmon will 
be provided with the heaviest cloth­ 
ing, furs and other equipment. He 
w ill also carry sufficient food and 
w ater to remain in the air for a 
week if necessary. His aide, George 
J. 
Harrison, will arrive from Los 
Angeles tomorrow. 


Guthrie, Okla., Feb. 24.—The House 
of Representatives 
recorded 
itself 
against the sale of liquor in Okla­ 
homa. even by the State repealing 
the State dispensary system and pro­ 
viding that all liquors as soon as 
adjudged to the State shali be des­ 
troyed. 
The vote was 61 to 31 on final pas­ 
sage of the bill by John and Bur­ 
nett as amended several days ago 
by Mr. Ross of 
Comanche. 
If 
the 
amended measure successfully weath­ 
ers the senate and the governor's 
office, it 
will term inate the state 
and all local agencies, and provide 
no means for getting intoxcants oth­ 
er than by interstate shipments. 
Veto Predicted. 
It is indicated that the senate will 
agree to a repeal of the dispensary 
system, but refuse to accept the pro­ 
vision destroying confiscated goods. 
Even then, the statem ent is made to­ 
night. the Governor will veto the bill. 
When it became apparent the house 
would not accept the Administration’s 
bill fixing the method for sale of 
liquors and 
the 
radical 
procedure 
for removal to county officers who 
failed or refused to enforce the pro­ 
hibition law, Mr. Burnett undertook 
to save the legislation by raising the 
point of order that a repeal of the 
dispensary system had not been rec­ 
ommended by the governor, whereas 
other provisions 
referred 
to 
had. 
This is understood to be the ground 
upon which the bill will be stopped 
in the executive office, providing it 
gets there. 
Provisions of Bill. 
Provisions of the Burnett-Jahn bill, 
which came to the House to day in 
the regular course of business, re­ 
quired all seized liquors to be ship­ 
ped to the state agency at G uthrie, 
and by the departm ent sold as it 
elected, and after retaining the cost 
of the sale and IO per cent for the 
state agency, the remainder of the 
proceeds was to be applied on the 
salary fund of the county or city 
making the seizure. Further, it pro- 
j vided that county or city officers fail­ 
ing or refusing to apply the prohi­ 
bition law might be removed by the 
governor upon petition of fifty resi­ 
dents of a city or IOO residents of a 
county. The officer was then to be 
tried on information and belief, and 
if convicted was not only removed, 
but imprisoned for a felony, Mr. Til- 
lotson told the house that it would 
never be difficult to find fifty people 
who wanted a man removed from 
office and that the provision would 
keep the town and counties in con­ 
stant strife. Other members object­ 
ed because the act proposed that the 
governor would have the power to 
appoint local officers, making pos­ 
sible. they said, to build a state ma­ 
chine. 
Against Open Saloon. 
On the dispensarp proper, it was 
the general belief among advocates 
of the Ross idea, that the state had 
no moral right to engage in a busi­ 
ness from which it barred a citi­ 
zen. Mr. Tillotson announced that he 
would not return to the open saloon 
for any reason, and for the good of 
society and the youth, he would rath­ 
er endure a few bootleggers with tho 
chance of arrest and destruction of 
their stocks. 


*Mr. Faulkner denounced the pres­ 
ent policy of capturing liquors and 
selling them out of the state, only 
to be resold here, he said, thus con­ 
fronting the state with a sort of end­ 
less chain. 
• 
“We keep capturing the liquor over 
and over again,'* he said, “until there 
is finally nothing left but the bung­ 
hole or fEe cork.” 
Bill Defended. 
Mr. Burnett and 
Mr. 
Ewell 
de­ 
fended the bill as being a step toward 
more perfect prohibition. The former 
asked the house not to mutilate the 
law if his bill was not to pass, while 
Mr. Ewell suggested that the ques­ 
tions be referred to the prohibition 
committee, with a view to bringing 
out an agreed measure. 
The last op­ 
portunity to save the original meas­ 
ure faded when Mr. Ross secured ad­ 
option of an amendment, by a vote 
of 36 to 35, referring the bill to the 
committee of the whole, with instruc­ 
tions to adopt an amendment calling 
for the destruction of seized liquor, 
in addition to repealing the dispen­ 
sary system. With the determination 
of the house well fixed, Mr. Ross fol­ 
lowed with a motion to go into com­ 
mittee of the whole to consider the 
bill, for which Mr. Burnett offered a 
substitute to proceed with the order 
of business. Mr. Ross w*on by a vote 
of 48 to 29, and Mr. Cope was called 
to the chair. There was no difficulty 
in completing the effort in committee 
of the whole, and the bill came back 
into the house, amended as per in­ 
structions, and passed finally by a 
vote of '61 to 31.

court there that the law requiring 
railroads to pay a penalty of $50 for 
failure to adjust losses within thirty 
days applies only to intrastate claims 
The state of Kansas came out vic­ 
torious in its fight with the Missouri,) 
Pacific railroad company for the in­ 
stallation 
of 
separate 
passenger 
trains on a branch road from Madi­ 
son. Kan., to 
the 
Kansas-Missourf 
State line. 
It is in this case that tho doctrine J 
will reach every state that even if I 
this passenger train was operated at j 
a loss the railroad was under a duty 
to perform such services as long as 
it retained its charter. 
The state of Alabama had its stat­ 
ute levying an annual franchise tax 


on corporations declared unconstitu­ 
tional.

The state 
of Georgia lost in most of Its con­ 
tentions in the attempt to levy on

by Mr. Rosa of 
Comanche. 
If 
the 


amended measure successfully weath- 
ers the senate and the governor's 
office, it will terminate the state 
and all local agencies, and provide 
no means for getting intoxcants oth- 


than by interstate shipments. 


Veto Predicted. 


It is indicated that the senate will 


agree to a repeal of the dispensary 
system, but refuse to accept the pro- 


ision destroying confiscated goods. 


Even then, the statement is made to- 
night, the Governor will veto the bill. 
When it became apparent the house 
would not accept the Administration's 
jill fixing the method for sale of 
liquors and the radical procedure 
for removal to county officers who 
failed or refused to enforce the pro- 
ilbition law, Mr. (Burnett undertook 
to save the legislation by raising the 
point of order that a repeal of the 
dispensary system had not been rec- 
ommended by the governor, whereas 
other provisions 
referred 
to had. 


This is understood to be the ground 
upon which the bill will be stopped 
in the executive office, providing it 
gets there. 


Provisions of BUI. 


Provisions of the Burnett-Jahn bill, 


which came to the House to day in 
the regular course ot business, re- 
quired all seized liquors to be shtp- 


and by the department sold as it 
elected, and after retaining the cost 
of the sale and 10 per cent for the 
state agency, the remainder of the 
proceeds was to be applied on the 
salary fund of the county or city 
making the seizure.

Veto Predicted. 


It is indicated that the senate will 


agree to a repeal of the dispensary 
system, but refuse to accept the pro- 
vision destroying confiscated goods. 
Even then, the statement is made to- 
night, the Governor will veto the bill. 
When it became apparent the house 
would not accept the Administration's

There was no difficulty 
n completing the effort in committee 
of the whole, and the bill came back 
nto the house, amended as per in- 
structions, and passed finally by a 
vote of "61 to 31.
